Section 5. The Counties Code is anended by changing

Sec. 5-1041. WMaps, plats and subdivisions. A county
board nmay prescribe, by resolution or ordi nance, reasonable
rules and regulations governing the |location, wdth and
course of streets and hi ghways and of fl oodplain, stormater
and fl oodwat er runoff channels and basins, and the provision
of necessary public grounds for schools, public libraries,

fire protection districts, towship fire departnents, parks

or playgrounds, in any map, plat or subdivision of any bl ock,
| ot or sub-lot or any part thereof or any piece or parcel of
| and, not being within any city, village or incorporated
t own. The rul es and regul ati ons may i nclude such reasonabl e
requirenents with respect to water supply and sewage
collection and treatnent as may be established by the
Envi r onnment al Protection Agency, and such reasonabl e
requirenents with respect to floodplain and st or mnat er
managenent as may be established by the County Stornmater
Managenent Comm ttee established under Section 5-1062 of this
Code, and such reasonable requirements wth respect to street
drai nage and surfacing as may be established by the county
engi neer or superi nt endent of highways and which by
resolution shall be deened to be the mninmumrequirenents in
the interest of the health, safety, education and conveni ence
of the public of the county; and may provide by resol ution
that the map, plat or subdivision shall be submtted to the

county board or to sone officer to be designated by the
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county board for their or his approval. The county board
shall have a qualified engineer nmake an estimte of the
probabl e expenditures necessary to enable any person to
conformw th the standards of construction established by the
board pursuant to the provisions of this Section. Except as
provided in Section 3 of the Public Construction Bond Act,
each person who seeks the county board's approval of a map,
pl at or subdivision shall post a good and sufficient cash
bond, irrevocable letter of credit, surety bond, or other
adequate security with the county <clerk, in a penal sum
sufficient to cover the estimte of expenditures made by the
estimating engi neer. The cash bond, irrevocable Iletter of
credit, surety bond, or other adequate security shall be
conditioned wupon faithful adherence to the rul es and
regul ations of the county board pronul gated pursuant to the
authorization granted to it by this Section or by Section
5-1062 of this Code, and in such cases no such map, plat or
subdi vision shall be entitled to record in the proper county
or have any wvalidity until it has been so approved. If the
county board requires a cash bond, letter of credit, surety,
or any other nethod to cover the costs and expenses and to
i nsure conpletion of the requirenents, the requirenents shal
be subject to the provisions of Section 5-1123 of this Code.
This Section is subject to the provisions of Section 5-1123.

The county board may, by resolution, provide a schedule
of fees sufficient to reinburse the county for +the costs
incurred in reviewing such nmaps, plats and subdivisions
submtted for approval to the county board. The f ees
authorized by this Section are to be paid into the general
corporate fund of the county by the party desiring to have
the plat approved.

Sec. 5-1042. Maps, plats and subdivisions in certain
counties. In any county with a population not in excess of
500,000 Ilocated in the area served by the Northeastern
I1linois Metropolitan Planning Comm ssion, a county board may
establish by ordinance or resolution of record reasonable
rules and regulations governing the location, wdth and
course of streets and hi ghways, and the provision of public

gr ounds for schools, public libraries, fire protection

districts, township fire departnents, parks or playgrounds,

in any map, plat or subdivision of any block, |lot or sub-I|ot
or any part thereof or any piece or parcel of land in the
county, not being wthin any city, village or incorporated

town in the county which rules and regulations may include
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such reasonabl e requirenents with respect to water supply and
sewage col l ection and treatnent, and such reasonable
requirenments with respect to street drainage and surfacing,
as may be established by the county board as m ninum
requirenents in the interest of the health, safety and
conveni ence of the public of the county; and may require by
ordinance or resolution of record that any map, plat or
subdi vi sion shall be submtted to the county board or sone
officer to be designated by the county board for its or his
approval in the manner provided in Section 5-1041, and to
requi re bonds and charge fees as provided in Section 5-1041.

Sec. 11-12-5. Every pl an comm ssion and planning
departnent authorized by this division 12 has the follow ng
powers and whenever in this division 12 the termplan
comm ssion is used such termshall be deemed to include the

term pl anni ng depart nent:
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(1) To prepare and r ecommend to the corporate
authorities a conprehensive plan for the present and future
devel opnment or redevel opnent of the nunicipality. Such plan
may be adopted in whole or in separate geographical or
functional parts, each of which, when adopted, shall be the
official conprehensive plan, or part thereof, of t hat
muni ci pality. This plan may include reasonabl e requirenents
with reference to streets, alleys, public grounds, and ot her
i nprovenents hereinafter specified. The plan, as recomended
by the plan comm ssion and as thereafter adopted in any
municipality in this state, may be nade applicable, by the
terms thereof, to land situated within the corporate limts
and contiguous territory not nore than one and one-half mles
beyond t he corporate |limts and not included in any
muni ci pality. Such plan may be inplenented by ordi nances (a)
establishing reasonable standards of design for subdivisions
and for resubdivisions of uninproved land and of areas
subj ect to redevel opnent in respect to public inprovenents as
herein defined; (b) establishing reasonable requirenents
governing the location, wdth, course, and surfacing of
public streets and hi ghways, alleys, ways for public service
facilities, curbs, gutters, sidewal ks, street |ights, parks,

pl aygr ounds, school gr ounds, public libraries, fire

protection districts, township fire departnents, size of lots

to be used for residential purposes, storm water drainage,
water supply and distribution, sanitary sewers, and sewage
collection and treatnment; and (c) may designate |and suitable
for annexation to the nmunicipality and the recommended zoning
classification for such |and upon annexati on.

(2) To recommend changes, from time to time, in the
of ficial conprehensive plan.

(3) To pr epare and r econmend to the corporate
authorities, from tine to tinme, pl ans for specific

i nprovenents in pursuance of the official conprehensive plan.
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(4) To give aid to the nunicipal officials charged with
the direction of projects for inprovenents enbraced wthin
the official plan, to further the making of these projects,
and, generally, to pronote the realization of the official
conpr ehensi ve pl an.

(5 To pr epare and r econmend to the corporate
authorities schenes for regulating or forbidding structures
or activities which my hinder access to solar energy
necessary for the proper functioning of solar energy systens,
as defined in Section 1.2 of The Conprehensive Sol ar Energy
Act of 1977, or to recommend changes in such schenes.

(6) To exercise such other powers germane to the powers
granted by this article as nay be conferred by the corporate
authorities.

(7) For purposes of inplenenting ordinances regarding
devel oper donations or inpact fees, and specifically for
expenditures thereof, "school grounds” IS defi ned as
including land or site inprovenents, which include school
bui | di ngs or ot her infrastructure necessitated and
specifically and wuniquely attributed to the devel opnent or
subdi vision in question.
